the time required to read it. Generally it is 
a mass of "alsehooil or pure guess work. 
Many people place no confidence in the 
political ue'-re of the oily papers for this 
reason. 


The above is from the Doyleelown Repub- 


lican and the sentiment expressed by our 
esteemed contemporary has become to be a 
generally ri cognized fact. 
The big city 


dailies ha?i degenerated into a condition 
wherein the fundamental principle of jour- 
nalism seems to be entirely ignored. 
In 


dealing with political questions, facts have 
no place at the oily political editor's desk. 
For innfanoi-, factional political lines have 
been drown so tightly that the newspapers 
belonging to either side have but one incen- 
tive—destruotion to the opponents. Imagin- 
ary scenes are worked up to cast discredit 
upon the en<<my, every action upon the part 
of those uoi in harmony with the editorial 
room is interpreted to suit the policy of the 
paper.

and no unscrupulous method will stand in 
the way of tliat accomplishment.

It was the country papers 


that stood by Abraham Lincoln when he 
defied Chief Justice Tauoy, the author of the 
Dred Scott decision, when Mr. Lincoln sus- 
pended the writ of habeas corpus.

Tools oc< upy n small corner of the table 
Burfuce on which the worker's hands 
rest while he holds the shapud stouc or 
shell benoath the neudlellko drill. 
The 


little pointed Insti itmeuts which are used 
to drill icsiTjible those employed by a 
dentist, n ad indeed it was from the cameo 
carver's Kit that the demists sot many of 
Ihclr ideas when the tools now in use by 
them cnii'O to be inuiiufacturod, 30 years 
ago. The drills vary in thickness accord- 
ing to the portion of the figure or design 
to be exi ctited. gome are ns fiue as the 
point of ii cambric needle. A small clilun 
receptacle also stands near, tilled with oil 
and diamond dust, and into this the 
workman frequently dips the tool during 
the progi ess of his woi k. 


The cameo cutter's occupation Is very 


exacting 
He can put in only a few 


hours' Vinrk nt a time as a usual thing, 
because of the tension on his nerves. A 
quavering hand may be responsible for 
the singli stroke which will spoil a week's 
work. He must have an eye almost like 
a microscope and a very delicate touch, 
he must be an artist In soul and as 
skilled a craftsman as 1s a watchmaker, 
he must know how to model and draw 
and he must have a knowledge of cbem- ' 
istry, so as to remove offending spots. 
Tlie work la executed In relief on many 
kinds of hard or precious stones, but es- 
sentially I he chalcedonic variety of quartz 
and on shells. The cameo cutter himself ' 
prefers onyi because of its dark and | 
light layeis, which throw out In bold re- 
lief a white head, say, against a black 
background.

Among the many industries of Amster- 


dam one of the most interesting as well 
as the most important is that of diamond 
cutting and polishing. 
Though an un- 


known art until the liftmith century, it 
has since that tinio flourished grvatljr un- 
til now at thp present day there aic no 
less than G2 linns legisteicd us diamond 
companies iu this gieat city. Among the 
moie important of these films stands that 
of Mr. Cotter, the manager of which 
kindly allowed us to inspect the workings 
of tlio eMablit-hment. 
Here 350 to 400 


workmen nre constantly employed, most 
of them in the delicate woik of diamond 
polishing. 


When the diamonds arrive first in Am- 


sterndm, they ale in the &ame rough, un- 
cut state ns thej were when found in the 
South Afncan mines. 
Before reaching 


their highly polished state they have to 
pfif>3 through three sepaiate nnd distiuct 
processes—the processes of diamond split- 
ting, diamond cutting nnd diamond pol- 
ishing—and n hen these are accomplished 
the btones nre ready for the jeweler. 


The fitst process eontists simply in 


splitting the rough diamond (containing 
Haws) into several pure, flawless ones, 
and in this wotk 12 men are constantly 
employed. 


We visited one of these workshops, 


•where we found three men engaged in 
splitting diamonds as they sat at a stnull 
table on which fell the light from two 
windows. One of the men talked Eng- 
lish exceedingly well and gave us many 
interesting 
details of 
this 
particular 


process, in which no machiueiy is used. 
Pulling open a small diawer in the wood- 
en table, he showed us beautiful uncut 
diamonds, all still in the rough state. 
Then we watched the actual "splitting" 
process it&elf. At first sight it looks a 
fcimple one, but ^e soon discovered that 
it needs great skill on the pint of the 
workmen. 


A small wooden tool is held in the left 


hand, into which a rough diamond has 
been firmly "waxed" at the top. Pieces 
of the waxlike cement lie conveniently 
near on the table, and, as a gas jet is 
always burning there, the necessary heat 
is easily supplied. 
In the right hand of 


the workman a similar too) is held, the 
top consisting also of a diamond, which 
later on is to act ns a knife iu the other 
hand. 


Probably most or my leaders know that 


nothing but a diamond will cut a dia- 
mond, nnd so the diamond is extensively 
employed in all the diamond cutting fac- 
tories in Amsterdam. A stone of 100 car- 
ats can be split iu ID minutes by skillful- 
ly pressing one diamond agniust the oth- 
er on the spot wheie a flaw occurs, the 
diamond in the light hand being used as 
n knife. 
Where a flaw occurs a split 


soon takes place, and the diamond di- 
vides into two stones. 
Should there be 


another flaw iu cithci of these the opera- 
tion is repeated, until several pure, flaw- 
less diamonds lie on the rough wooden ta- 
ble, 
nnd the first process is successfully 


accomplished. 


The second process—that of diamond 


cutting—is also pcrfomird without the 
aid of machiueiy, except in the case of 
the la,ger stones. 
It was interesting to 


lind that all the work of diamond cutting 
is perfoirned by Dutch ivomen and girl's. 


Diamond splitting and diamond cutting 


look somewhat alike, as the tools are 
very similar, but in reality the process i.'i 
not the same, the great ihffeteuce being 
that pressure is used in the fiist instance 
alwajs on the same spot, with the idea 
of causing the diamond 
to split into 


two stones, while in the other case it is 
used equally on every part of the dia- 
mond in ouler to give it simply a round 
shape. 
To gain this roundness is. there- 


fore, the one leadiug idea of diamond cut- 
ting. As the diamonds are out a fine dust 
falls fi'om them into n wooden box on the 
table, and this powder is most carefully 
preserved, ns it is used hugely in dia- 
mond polishing when linked nith oil. 


All the diamonds to be uit aie given to 


the women in small packets, each hav- 
ing the numlH'i and size of the diamonds 
it contains wiitten plainly on the outside. 
After having once received these packets 
the women me responsible for their con- 
tents. 


The work of diamond cutting is pnrtie- 


ulaily hard and very trying to the eyes, 
as some of the diamonds aie so small 
that 800 of them only weigh one carat! 
The time that n diamond takes to cut de- 
pends very much on its size. A large one 
weighing ten carats usually takes from 
three to four hours, while the smaller 
ones take much less time. 


The thiid f'ocess. that of diamond 


polishing, is an important nud lengthy 
one. 
The skilled workmen sit at long, 


narrow tables with their backs to the 
windows, having in front of them the 
small lion wheels which revolve with 
such tenible rapidity when set in motion 
by the great engine. Facing the windows 
stand apprentices and less skilled work- 
men, 
v> hose woi k it is to receive the dia- 


monds from the cutting rooms and solder 
them (by aid of the gas jet) into the top 
of small pear shaped tools of various 
sizes, these tools being composed of lead 
nnd tin. The diamond tipped tools then 
pass into the hands of the skilled woik- 
men, who, befoie fastening them firmly 
into frames «hich stand in close proximi- 
ty to the wheels, dip each diamond into a 
mixture of oil nnd diamond dust. This is 
a most important pait of the process, for 
by means of these giains of dust the pol- 
ishing is done. Pour of these tools con- 
taining diamonds nre then placed in posi- 
tion near the wheel (four can be polished 
nt once), nud with n quick movement of 
the hand the iron disks nre set in motion. 
The wheels revolve 1,500 times a minute, 
ind the diamond is polished on one par- 
ticular side by means of the constant 
fiiction on it of the grains of diamond 
dust. 


As the object of diamond cutting is 


Bimply to make the stone a round one, so 
the object of diamond polishing is to give 
the diamond the tunny "sides," to use a 
technical expression, considered necessa- 
ry by the jeweler before it is retidy for 
setting. 
Great skill is needed in this 


work, for each stone has to be resoldered 
a great mnny times on to the top of the 
pear shaped tools and placed again nnd 
again in connection with the revolving 
wheels in order to produce these "sides "
